Never a Fouler Blow 

: I 

r is NOW CLEARLY evident that Defence Min¬ 
ister Paul Heliyer is firmly convinced that if he is 
18 succeed In briniting about his plan to integrate the 
aimed forces of Canada he must first destroy abso¬ 
lutely the existing three services. 

So dedicated is he to this belief that he has al- 
vfady made considerable headway in destroying the 
itfuale of the forces and is now setting about to de¬ 
stiny the reputation of the senior service commander*. 
• History, in this case, repeats itselt. It is not the 
ffl-st time in Canada's history that politicians have 
attempted to attack the integrity of its military com¬ 
manders. In March, 1919, the Toronto Globe took 
iSte of this by writing: "The enemy never dealt a 
fflulcr blow than that directed by Sir Sam Hughes 
(Minister of defence I against the loaders of the Ca- 
r*dian Army still in the field and unable to defend 
tlemselves.” . <irT , L 

Today this can be re-phrased to read: The 
r&rmv never dealt a fouler blow than that directed by 
\fr. Paul Heliyer 1 minister of defence) against the 
)«dera of the Canadian Armed Forces still in the 
service* and unable to defend themselves." 

; To achieve his aim Mr. Heliyer is prepared to go 
If any lengths-—even, it Is reported, to demanding of 
nilitary officers a personal pledge of loyalty on pain 
<« twins; filled or denied further promotion. 

• By doing this he has taken over the practice of 
t|o Communist and Nazi armies of the Second World 
\jar which established a political boss over every 
fighting unit. 

• In setting himself up as supreme—and pollticar 
-♦commander of Canada's aimed forces Mr. Heliyer 
has chalked up a dubious record to date. Not only 
has he caused the removal of almost every senior 
nival officer of experience through premature and 
costly retirement hut his policies have brought a mass 
of resignations from junior ranks and a drop in re¬ 
cruitment. Not only has he established a propaganda 
chief to enlarge his own Image but has brought a vast 
increase in defence expenditures. Not only has he 
rffiasculated the function of the inter-party defence 
committee but brought about a serious deterioration 
ol morale in all three sen lees. 

What does Mr. Heliyer expect to build out of 
this wreckage? A snug little force incapable of meet¬ 
ing jt* national. NATO and UN commitments but of¬ 
ficered by political appointees who unauestioningly 
ntcopt him as their supreme commander? 

A force unable to show It* initiative under any 
circumstances unless even the most trivial action or 
statement is approved by the minister or hi* political 
commissar?

SECTION 153(1) Following Too Closely Prohibited 

No driver of a vehicle shall cause or permit 
the vehicle to follow another vehicle more closely 
lhan is reasonable and prudent, having due regard 
for the speed of the vehicles, the amount and 
nature of traffic upon.and the condition of the 
highway. 

Comment 

This section was enacted to prohibit drivers 
from following one another so closely so as to cre¬ 
ate the hazard of a rear-end collision in the event 
the front car has to stop suddenly, i.e., for a pedes¬ 
trian, animal or another vehicle. Following too 
close Is the major!cause of city accidents during 
heavy rush hour' traffic. Remember, at 30 mph 
that it takes 78 feet to stop your car on dry level 
pavement with good brakes. During adverse driv¬ 
ing conditions, rain, ice, etc., the stopping distance 
is greatly increased and the distance between you 
and the car in front should also be increased ac¬ 
cordingly. One thing to remember to prevent rear- 
end collisions is that after a long dry spell the first 
rain causes streets and highways to become ex¬ 
tremely slippery. This is due to the accumulation 
of dust, oil and grease, etc., during the dry spell. 

Remember to leave at least 1 car length (ap¬ 
proximately 20 feet) for every 10 mph you are 
travelling during normal conditioas. Keep your 
ryes on the car ahead. Check the traffic conditions 
for some distance ahead every once in a while and 
be on the lookout for any trouble so that you will 
be prepared to stop if required.

Their plight', 
however, was accentuated hy 
the assembly-line manufactur¬ 
ing of golf clubs after the Kivjt 
World War. 

"We had lefthanders then.” 
an elderly Victoria resident who 
was playing golf m Edinburgh 
before the turn of the century 
said. "In Scotland we called 
tliem corrie-handers. But all the 
clubs were made by hand by the 
pro, and a lefthander would 
have hi* club* made lo order 
like the rest of us." 

It's not a king way from a 
"rorric-hander" in Scottish gulf 
to a "'•silly-siller'* in American 
Ha>eball. That was another

But the 
leftie took a licking again — 
poor old sinister is now synony¬ 
mous with evil. 

.And why have lefthanders 
been persecuted? 

Perhaps because they're dif¬ 
ferent. 

Imagine coming out of \our 
cave with your slone axe 
gripiied firmly in jour right 


hand, one morning about bUOtl 
B.C. You're confronted by some 
nut with his stone axe in his 
LEFT hand. Before you know it, 
you're flat on your back. You're 
used to tackling righthanders. 

And when you got back to 
your cave — IF you got back — 
you'd certainly tell the Wife and 
kids about this new. dirty kind 
of warfare — lefthandedness. 

No womder lefthanders fell 
Into disrepute. 

Lefthandedness. we re told, 
results partly from heredity and 
partly from training. In a way. 
it s comparable to the determin¬ 
ing of the color of a person's 
eyes. 

By a quirk of genetics. 


righthanded characteristics are 
dominant, just as- brown ejes 
are dominant. That's why there 
are more brown-eyed right¬ 
handers in the world. 

But unlike eyes, which are 
obviously either blue or brown 
and cannot be changed, left- 
handedness Is a matter, of 
degree. With practice, a person 
can change hands. Some people 
are more lefthanded than 
others. Other* have equal doses 
of left and righthandedness — 
they're ambidextrous. 

But the poor old southpaw 
(anybody ever heard of a 
northpaw?i ha* bad more than 
genetic* to contend with. For 
years, children were taught to 


write with their right hand*. 
Left handedness was awk¬ 
ward.” 

But. of course, it isn't so. 
Noticed anything awkward 
about Sandy Koutax? 

I .eft to their own device*, 
children will became either 
leftiea or rightiei ms heredity 
dictates. And the modern trend 
it to leave children ajone. 

But the 300 lefties coming to 
Victoria for the NALG tourna¬ 
ment are a stouter breed. Most 
of them grew up in an mge of 
intolerance.

will be weak and puny and the 1%7 
crop of berries will be light. 

For the pruning of black currants, 
the old - time professional gardener 
always used a pruning knife—a villain¬ 
ous-looking, razor-sharp knife with a 
hooked blade—which he used in a one- 
handed fashion, slicing cleanly through 
a branch with his thumb opposed to the 
knife blade. Personally, I have never 
been able to get the hang of using this 
knife without slitting my thumb open 
in the process, so I use a pair of really 
sharp secateurs instead. If the shoots 
in your currant bushes are thick enough 
to require a pruning saw, this is a clear 
indication you have not been pruning 
drastically enough in the past. i 
A * * 

Basically, the pruning of black cur¬ 
rant* it simple enough—you just cut 
away every shoot which bore fruit this 
year—but there is a bit more to it than 
this, espedallly on neglected plants. 

Try to build up a vase-shaped bush 
with plenty of strong young shoots com¬ 
ing from low down near ground level, 
or even directly from the roots. If your 
bushes have been “cropping upstair*.” 
with all the fruit borne on the top ane- 
thlrd of the bush, it will be necessary 
to take out a proportion of the shoots 
at ground level to encourage more 


young stuff. Make all your cuts either 
at ground level or just above a strung 
young shoot originating low down on the 
bush and pointing outward, very much 
as in the spring pruning of a rose bush. 
★ * * 

One important difference between 
roses and black currants should be 
noted, though: With roses, shoots com¬ 
ing up from below ground level are 
“wild" suckers and must be destroyed, 
while such below-ground shoots In black 
currants are highly valued. 

Because of the need for plenty of 
vigorous young wood, the Mack currant 
requires generous feeding, and about 
the best treatment Is a good thick 
mulch of old rotted manure over the 
rooting area. This should be maintained 
the year round and topped up with more 
of the same every spring when growth 
is commencing. 

Black currants need regular and per¬ 
sistent spraying to control powdery 
mildew and aphids—these aphids turn 
the leaves red and blistered, almost like 
the leaf-curl disease. There is • tend¬ 
ency far the novice gardener to quit 
spraying after the fruit has been 
harvested, which la a serious error, for 
the quality and quantity of next year's 
berries depends vsry Isrgely upon the 
efficient working of this year’s leave* 


i Garden ]Notes 


I always like to get my black cur¬ 
rent bushes pruned as soon as possible 
after the last of the fruit has been 
gathered. Quite a few qf my gardening 
friends do not altogether approve of 
such early pruning, pointing out that 
if the late summer turns out to be wet, 
cool and dull, it might stimulate a lot of 
soft, sappy, unripcned growth which 
could get nipped badly in a hard winter. 
In spite of this, though, I think the 
advantages of early pruning more than 
balance the risks. 

* * * 

You see. the bulk of next year's 
crop will be borne on new young shoots 
that grew out this summer. These are 
the shoots with light yellow-brown 
bark, as distinct from the black bark 
of the older wood, and next year's 
crop of berries lies in the leaf axils 
along the length of these young shoots. 
Now, the mors ripened and mature 
these new shoots become, the stronger 
will be these buds and the bigger the 
crop. 

To ripen their wood properly, these 
young shoots need exposure to sun¬ 
light and air. When they are crowded 
and shaded by the older shoots--the 
ones that bar# fruit this year—the buds
